~| Douglass, a Calgary real estate 


man, against the Hammond Réal- 
ty company of the same city, con- 
cerned with the sale of the gite 
of the King George hotel to sits 
present owners, There is a fine 
point involved, and it is in the 
nature of a test case. . 

Mr. Douglass claims that “he 
had the exclusive listing of the 
property, and that he appointed 
the Hammond Realty company 
sub-agents, There arose sotme 
slight dispute in March last be- 
tween Douglass and the then 
owners of the site, and in conge- 
quence Douglass instructed the 
Hammond company not to pto- 

ceed further with the sale for the 
present. i 

The Hammond company after- 

wards found an independent pur- 
chaser, and a sale was made, the 
company receiving $1400- com- 
mission. Douglass claims half 
that amount on the ground that 
the information upon which the 
Hammond company made the 
sale was furnished by him.
